Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/1 1/2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment dated 4/1 1/2008 has been fully considered and entered into the Record. 
Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 19, 20, 22, 24, 26, 28 and 30 are currently active. Claims 1 and 19 have been 
amended to further distinguish the impregnation compound that is used in the fabric product. 
The previously applied prior art rejections have been withdrawn as the applied art failed to 
provide for a fabric product comprising a plurality of high strength and high modulus fibers 
impregnated with composition comprising a pre-polymer comprising an isocyanate having an 
equivalent weigh of 42 and an isocyanate content of 6.34, a co-reactive curative having an 
equivalent weight of 230. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 19, 20, 22, 24, 26, 28 and 30 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
Record fails to provide for a fabric product comprising a plurality of high strength and high 
modulus fibers impregnated with composition comprising a pre-polymer comprising an 
isocyanate having an equivalent weigh of 42 and an isocyanate content of 6.34, a co-reactive 
curative having an equivalent weight of 230.
